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SOUTH AMERICA LEAST KNOWN, 


When we recail that the Spaniards 


crossed South America from sea to sea 


more than three centuries ago, and that 
nearly every city on its coasts was 
founded in the age of the Columbian ex- 
plorers, it seems strange that today our 
southern neighbor is the least known 
of all the continents. 

There are not so many big’ white 
spaces on the map of Africa as on thai 
of South America. 

If we study the history of South 
American exploration, we find some sur 
prising facts. One is that up to 1875 
not a single government on that conti- 
nent had sent out any expeditions or 
spent any money to explore the un- 
known parts of their territories. Until 
within the past few years nearly all the 
exploration of this century in that con- 
tinent, except in Argentina ani Chile 
has been the result of private enter- 
prise, 

Thus it happens that none of the Cor- 
dilleran states from Venezuela to Chile 
has as yet emerged from the stage of 
rough pioneer exploration, A _ consid- 
erable part of their territory, as in the 
southeastern part of Colombia, is still 
almost wholly unknown. Some of them, 
like Bolivia, have made ‘no’ attempt 
whatever, except in small districts 
around their chief towns, to carry out 
official surveys., They have to thank 
foreign explorers for most that _ they 
themselves know of their own countries 

The same condition of affairs is to be 
observed among the Atlantic states as 
far south as Uruguay. The Guianas, 
except for a narrow strip along the 
coasts, are still.on the threshold of the 
beginnings of exploration. Brazil, the 
a territory nearly as large as our own, 
has not a single establishment like our 
geological or ccast-and geodetic surveys 
to make a careful geographical study of 
any part of its vast domain. All the 
official explorations that have been 
made in any part of Brazil are the work 
of some of the individual states. 

Scarcely a traveler has crossed any of 
the northeastern states from Maranhao 
to Pernambuco, and much of the inte- 
rior, except along the river courses, 
is still quite unknown, The wide wil- 
dernesses between the large tributaries 
of the Amazon are completely a terra 
incognita. : 

In Argentina, however, very satisfac- 
tory progress has been made in explor 
ration in the past quarter of a century. 
Argentina has the advantage of geo- 
logical and meteorological establish- 
ments and foreign scientific men in the 
service of tne state and the universi- 
ties, whose labors have fargely en- 
official geo- 
graphical work. 

Just as sportsmen travel thousands of 
miles to reach the big game of central 
Africa, India and Manchuria, so ex- 
plorers will turn, in the next century, 
to the large, untraversed areas of Soutn 
America as the best fields the world has 
now to offer for original, pioneer re- 
search in the way of geographical dis- 
covery.—New York Sun,

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MARK TWAIN SPEAKS UP. 


Mark Twain was a guest of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club at its first meeting 
of the season at Sherry’s last evening. 
He talked te the members and their 
guests.on “The Disappearance of Liter- 
ature.” 

“We have heard a discussion,” said 
he, ‘‘on the disappearance of literatre. 
That’s no new thing. (Laughter) That’s 
what certain kinds of literature have 
been doing for several years. The fact 
is, my friends, that the fashion in liter- 
ature changes, and the literary tal'ors 
have to change their cuts or go out of 
business. Prof. Winehester, here, if I 
remember fairly correctly what he sald, 
remarked that few, if any. of the nov- 
els produced today would live as long 
as the novels of Walter Scott. That 
may be his notion. Maybe he is right, 
but so far as I am concerned, I don’t 
care if they don’t. (Laughter.) 

“Prof. Winchester also said 
thing abou'tt there being no 
epics like ‘Paradise Lost.’ I guess he's 
right. He talked as if he was pretty 
famillar with that piece of literary 
work, and nobody would suppose that 
he never had read it. (Laughter.) I 
don’t believe any of you have read 
‘Paradise Lost,’ and you don’t want to. 
That's something that you just want to 
take on trust. It’s a classic, just as 
Prof. Winchester says, and it meets his 
definition of a classic—something that 
everybody wants to have ‘and nobody 
wants to read. 

Prof. Trent a'so had a good deal to 
say about the disappearance of litera- 
ture. He said that Scott would out- 
live all his critics. I guess that’s true. 
The fact of the business it, you’ve got 
to be one of two ages to appreciate 
Scott. ‘When you're 18 you can read 
‘Ivanhoe’ and you want to wait until 
you are 90 to read some of the rest. It 
takes a pretty well-regulated, abstemi- 
ous critic to live 90 years. 

“But as much as these two gentlemen 
have talked about the disappearance of 
literature, they didn’t say anything 


some- 
modern 


about my books. Maybe they think 
they’ve disappeared. (Laughter.) If 
they do, that just shows their igno- 


rance on the general subject of litera- 
ture. I am not as young as I was sev- 
eral years ago, and maybe I’m not 
so fashionable, but I’d be willing to 
take my chances with Mr. ‘Scott to- 
morrow morning in selling a piece of 
literature to the Century Publishing 
Co. And I haven’t got much of a pull 
there either. (Great laughter.) (Mr. 
Clemens had been sitting beside R. W. 
Gilder.) I often think that the high- 
est compliment ever paid to my poor 
efforts was paid by Darwin through 
Pres. Eliot of Harvard College. At 
least, Eliot said it was a compliment, 
and I always take the op nion of great 
men like college presdents on all such 
subjects as that. : 

“T went out to Cambridge one day a 
few years ago and called on Pres, Eliot 
In the course of the conversation he 
said that he had just returned from 
England and he was very = much 
touched by what he. considered the 
high compliment Darwin was paying to 
my books, and he went on to tel me 
something like this:— 

““Do you know that there is one 
room in Darwin's house, his bedroom, 
where the chambermaid is never al- 
lowed to touch two things? One {s a 
plant he is growing and studying while 
it grows’ (it was ore of those insec t- 
devouring plants which consumed bugs 
and beetles and things for the particu- 
lar delectation of Mr. Darwin) and the 
other, some books that lie on the night 
table at the head of his bed. They are 
your books,’Mr. Clemens, and Mr, Dar- 
win reads them every night to lul him 
to sleep.” (Great laughter.) 

“My friends, I thoroughly appreciated 
that compliment and considered it the 
highest one that ever was paid to me 
To be the means of soothing to sleep a 
brain teeming with bugs and squirm- 
ing things like Darwin’s was something 
that I had never hoped for; and now 
that he’s dead I never hope to be able 
to do it again.”

Albert Lowe enters tomorrow’ into 
partnership with Druggist George H., 
Parker, whose business is one of the 
oldest in town. Although born in Wil- 
mington, Mr. Lowe has been so closely 
identitied with Andover, having gone to 
school here, graduated at Punchard, and 
inJ otherg ways entering into the life 
of the town, that he has come to be re- 
garded as an Andover boy. He entered 
the employment of Mr. Parker in Feb- 
ruary, 1882, working nights, Saturdays 
and Sundays until he graduated from 
Punchard with the class of ’82, and from 
that time was with Mr. Parker until 
June, 1887. Afterwards he went to Law- 
rence and bought out the Kelley drug 
store, which he carried on for four years. 
Since 1891 Mr. Lowe has been on the 
road with pharmaceutical supplies. He 
has made his home in Andover for the 
past six years. ‘The firm name will now 
go back to what it originally was when 
Mr. Parker first started in business, 
George H. Parker & Co., and gives: him 
an opportunity to use his old sign, 
should it still be in existence. 

This business is probably among the 
oldest in town. In 1854 David Howarth 
opened a drug store on the ground floor 
in the building now oceupied by Smith 
& Manning, next to the Baptist church. 
From there he went tothe room in the 
town house, now used as a barber shop; 
from there to the building occupied by 
Valpey’s market. In the latter change, 
Sands & Byers, jewelers, books and _ sta- 
tionary dealers, Blocated there, were 
bought out and this business added to 
the sale of drugs and medicines. Mr. 
Parker purchased the business from Mr. 
Howarth on the 24th of November, 1866, 
At that time he had the only jewelry 
store and the only book store down 
In 1867 he sold the jewelry busi- 
ness to J. E. Whiting, who has continued 
it ever since, and later disposed of the 
books and stationery part of his stock,

| The Gas Situation. 


| To the Editor of the Townsman: 

| Various reports seem to indicate that 
the Andover Gas Company does not 
mean business, and that it has no inten- 
tion of doing anything other than block- 
ing the situation, also that it is being 
held up that only a small capital is nec- 
essary, this being with the intent to 
draw Andover people into the enter- 
prise, and then when once in they will 
tind that a very large amount of money 
will be needed, and that their invest- 
ment will be of little value. The facts 
as ascertained from those prominent in 
the interests of the Andover Gas Com- 
pany at this time do not coincide with 
the reports as above indicated. It is 
found that the capital stock of the Com- 
pany is all subscribed by responsible 
persons; that they are willing to take 
the entire capital, or allow Andover 
people to become interested if they de- 
sire; that the present subscribers do not 
believe that $20,000, the present capital of 
the Company, will be sufficient to put in 
a plant such as will meet the necessities 
of Andover ;,and that these parties are 
willing to furnish, such additional money 
as may be needed to take up<all secur- 
ities which the Board of Gas and Elect- 
ric Light Companies may authorize and 
approve, it being well known that no 
security of 4 gas company can be issued 
except upon approval of the Gas Com- 
missioners after they have made an ap- 
praisal of the company’s plant and found 
that its value is equal to the securities 
asked for. 

The company means business by its 
petition to the selectmen, and has all 
the necessary information as to costs, 
etc., needed to actively take up the 
work of construction, and will be will- 
ing, if necessary, to give a proper bond 
to the town that any grant made by the 
selectmen will be executed within a 
reasonable space of time. 


There is a great desire on the part of 
the people of Andover for an all night 
electric service. This the Electric com- 
pany, up to this time, have not been in 
a position to furnish owing to the ex- 
cess cost for labor required for an all 
night service. Although the proposed 
Gas company and the Electric company 
are separate organizations, the owner- 
ship in the two to some extent will no 
doubt be kindred, and: if the Gas works 


a 


are located near the Electric company’s., 


property, the désired all night service 
by the Electric company could be easily 
arranged for in connection with the at- 
tendance necessary for the Gas works. 
The establishment of the Gas works in 
Andover means an addition to the tax- 
able property of the town, and also an 
increase in employment of permanent 
men in the town.

Obituary. 


CAPT. WILLIAM R, BENNEPT. 


Capt. William RK. Bennett died at his 
residence in Stroudsburg, ‘Pa., Saturday 
evening, Nov. 10th. He was esteemed 
highly in his home town and none knew 
him but to respect and love. 

Deceased was born Nov. 30, 1830, at 
Woburn, Mass. His education was re- 
ceivedin the public schools. When the 
Civil War broke out in 1860, the de- 
ceased was one of the first to volunteer 
for the defense of the Union. He went 
to the front Oct. 1, 1861, as Ist Sergeant 
in the 22d Mass. Volunteers. His gal- 
lant conduct soon won him the rank of 
2d Lieutenant and he was promoted to 
the rank of Ist Lieutenant Dee. 16, 1862. 
While in the 22d Regiment, he partici- 
pated in the battles of Hall’s Hill, the 
seige of Yorktown when the 22d was the 
first to enter the works when the city 
was taken, Hanover Court House, seven 
days’ tight before Richmond, Mechanics- 
ville, Gaines’ Mill, Malvern Hill, Aqua 
Creek, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg and Bristow Station. 

Lieutenant Bennett was discharged 
Noy. 12, 1863, on account of ill health 
due to the exposures and hardships he 
had endured. But the war dragged on 
and his patriotism would not allow him 
to remain at home so_ he re-enlisted and 
was made eaptain of Co, B., 11th Mass., 
which company he raised in Woburn 
and Andover. ‘There were 20 men in 


this company from Andover among | 
whom was Josiah [T.. Chapin as Ist 
Lieutenant. This company‘went to the 


front and participated in the battles of 
Dabney’s Mill, Hatche’s Run, Boydton 
Plank Road and the assault on Peters- 
burg, Va. At the last named battle, 
Captain Bennet, the second lieutenant 
and three members of the company 
from Andover got ahead of the remain- 
der and were taken prisoners. ‘They 
were quickly exchanged and the war 
was soon ended, closing Capt. Bennett’s 
sareer inthe army. He then engaged 
in business in Massachusetts, Philadel- 
phia and finally in Stroudsburg, Pa. He 
married Miss Caroline Flint of Lexing- 
ton, Mass., in 1860, and she survives 
him. He was astaunch Kepublican and 
served his town as Mayor in the year 
IS8z. Captain Bennett was a member 
of Wadsworth Post, G. A. R., of Strouds- 
burg. 

On the Tuesday following his death 
funeral services of a military character 
were held over the remains. A detail 
of Sons of Veterans fired three salutes 
over the grave and the Grand Army 
service was read. 

There are three of the members of 
Captain Bennett’s company from And- 
over still in’ town, viz.—Cor. John B. 
Jenkins, Ballard Holt and William H. 
Tucker. Another one of the company, 
John E. Ingalls, is an inmate of the 
Soldiers’ Home at Augusta, Me. All the 
rest are scattered or gone. 


‘“‘Tom’’ Baldwin’s Musical Career 
Began in Andover. 


J. Thomas Baldwin, famous as a band- 
master and leader of Baldwin’s: Cadet 
band, who passed away last evening, was 
in his youth a resident of Andover and 
here began to display that musical abil- 
ity which brought him such prominence 
and so many honors. He was born in 
Lowell in 1832, but when he was three 
years old his parents removed to Con- 
cord, Mass., and later to Andover, where 
Tom remaincd until he was eighteen, 

It is related by local people who knew 
him well, that it was his habit when 
calling at their house on his rounds with 
the bakery wagon which he drove, to 
pick upan old violin which they had and 
play for an hour or so before resuming 
his route. The violin was his favorite 
study at fifteen years of age, but at six- 
teen he became the possessor of a cor- 
net upon which he practiced inces- 
santly, morning, noon and night. 

When he was eighteen years of age he 
played for a Fast day dance with several 
other young men of the vicinity. This 
was called Baldwin’s band by its youth- 
ful leader and probably gave him ambi- 
tion to become a band leader. 

He was unanimously chosen in 1869 as 
superintendent of the orchestra for the 
national peace jubilee, and had the en- 
tire management of the musical depart- 
ment. In 1872, the world’s peace jubilee 
was held in Boston and Mr. Baldwin 
filled a similar position there. In busi- 
ness life, he has been a valued official of 
the Massachusetts title insurance com- 
pany for fifteen years, occupying the 
position of treasurer since 1892. 

Mr. Baldwin frequently returned to 
Andover to visit, as he had many warm 
friends here who will learn of his death 
Funeral services will be 
held Sunday, followed by interment at 
Mt. Hope. r

A BETTER WORLD. 


Rev. Charles M. Sheldon Tells How the 
Universe May Be Improved, 


Standing before a large audience 
which completely filled the Seminary 
chapel last. Friday evening, Kev. Charles 


M. Sheldon, the author-preacher, famous | 


for his books, ‘In His Steps,” ‘lhe Cru- 
cifixion of Phillip Strong,” and others, 
looked upon faces familiar and dear to 
him, for here in Andover was obtained 
his education and theological training, 
at Phillips academy and the Andover 
theological. seminary. Within recent 
years, Kev. Mr. Sheldon has become well 
known from the Atlantic to the Pacific 


' through his writings, but perhaps more 


especial y through his attempt to carry 
on for a week a newspaper in his home 
city of ‘Topeka, Kansas, as Christ would 
have managed it. Just at present he is 
on a leave of absence from his church, 
with Boston for headquarters. 

The large audience, including many 
from Lawrence, listened to Kev. Mr. 
Sheldon for nearly an hour and a half 
with the closest attention, as he spoke 
on ‘What can we do to make the world 
better?” It would not be correct to say 
that Rev. Mr. Sheldon is a great or ex- 
traordinary pulpit orator, judging from 
his address last Friday, but he is an 
earnest, forceful and straightforward 
speaker and as such is able to retain the 
respectful attention of his audiences, 

He said that Christian people were 
not living as Christ would have them 
and that denominations were one cause 
of not being able to make better pro- 
gress in spreading Christianity and im- 
proving mankind. ‘The curse of our 
life in the West,” he said, “has been the 
rapid multiplication of sects. There 
are five churches in the immediate vicin- 
ity of mine, where there should be only 
one and all the pastors realize how fool- 
ish it is. The coming together of dif- 
ferent denominations heralds a change 
in the Christianity of the world. We’ve 
quarrelled long enough: now is the time 
to get together in the common Chris- 
tianity,of God, It seems as if, at the be- 
ginning of the next century, our prayer 
to this end might be answered. Another 
hopeful thing is that the young life of 
the church is being organized and will 
become a powerful and helpful factor in 
the church.” 

He went on to say that’ young people 
needed leadership but that in their 
proper development and training lay the 
hope of building up the chureh, Mr. 
Sheldon told of his habit in his own 
church of devoting the morning on Sun- 
day to the best sermon he could possibly 
preach and spending the remainder of 
the day with the young people. 

He explained that there were two es- 
sential things to accomplish in order to 
make the world better,—first, the unity 
of Christendom, a real, true church of 
Jesus; second, a real, true home life. 
When a better home life is obtained 
there will come unison to bring a better 
newspaper, unison to keep out question- 
able businesses in the town, such as might 
injure young people. ‘The Republic to- 
day rests more on a real, true home life 
than upon any other organization,” he 
said, and went on to tell of his own 
early life spent in a Jog cabin on a ranch 
where the family gathered together 
every evening after the day’s work ina 
circle about the table, reading, playing 
simple games and conversing. 
scribed the family prayers and pious cus- 


tomes, stating that he, himself, had read | 


the Bible through before coming to Phil- 
lips academy, “Such things,’ he said, 
“are worth more than-profits, money 
and things of that nature. I shall carry 
the memory of my early home life in my 
mind always as the pleasantest of my 
whole life.” In those days family wor- 
ship was almost universal. He = con- 


| trasted that simple home life with the 


hustle and bustle of today, when it is 
rare that a whole family spends an even- 
ing together once a week. “The boys 
are at the theatre,” he said. ‘The girls

club and the mother with her neighbors, 
all away almost as soon as supper is over. 
In the morning the father gets a hurried 
breakfast and goes to the city on an 
early suburban train, and he does not 
return untillate at night. The children 
come straggling in to breakfast at the 
last moment, just before school time, 
and then the older ones begin to appear, 
so that breakfast is-on the table nearly 
all the forenoon. Few families have 
family worship now and I cannot see 
that they have anything better. I pity 
the man who should not be able to de- 
vote enough time to his boy to gain his 
We need the home life here 
in America. We need the family wor- 
ship again. Ido not know of anything 
that takes its place.” 

He spoke of the influence of thet public 


on the Press of today and how this in- 


fluence might be used for good. <A 
Christian daily is wanted by a great 
many people, he thought, from experi- 
ences of his own. Then Rev. Mr. Shel- 
don went on to tell what a powerful in- 
fluence on civil life could be exerted-by 
a pure church and a pure home. The 
greatest of all evils, he claimed, is the 
saloon and this could be wiped out of ex- 
istence. “I don’t mean that we could 
stop drinking, but we could put a great 
check upon it. Prohibition does pro- 
hibit in a great measure. High license is 
not as good as prohibition, but it is infi- 
nitely better than low license. Christen- 
dom must stand up to drive this evil out 
of existence. Commercial life also needs 
purifying. I sometimes wonder,” he 
continded,” how much of the money is 
clean money and sometimes think that 
there isn’t any of it clean.” He told cf 
petty deceits practiced by large and sub- 
stantial business firms and individuals. 

In concluding, Rev. Mr. Sheldon said 
that it was never so hard for a Christian 
to be rich as it is right now, but “Seek 
ye first the Kingdom of God,” he said, 
“and never mind whether you make any 
money or not. May we do all to the 
glory of God. Let's go out to bring 
about better churches and better homes, 
and then use those two forces to better 
the world.”

Later he was arrested, charged with 
embezziing $56.09. He was arraigne: 
befcre the commissioner last. Thursday, 
and his case was continued unt.l tolay 
four a hearing. 

McCrillis’ lawyer, Daniel W. Crowley, 
offered no evidence, but mad? an im- 
passioned pea for his client’s discharge 
saying that nothing had been proven 
against him, and that Collector Gill had 
treated him shamefully. giving him no 
opportunity t» defeni bimseif an 
banding him*before the werld as a 
wrong-doer. 

Mr. Crowley ¢haracterized Mr. Gill as 
a man unfit to hold high office of col- 
lector of internal revenue. 

Asst. Dist. Atty. Casey, who repre- 
sented the government, argued that in 
every one of the six counts in the com- 
plaint the government hed proved the 
allegation. 

He regretted to see, Mr. Crowley at- 
tack such an-honorable public servant 
as James D. Gill, who, he said, did per- 
fectly right in ridding the public serv- 
ice of Mr. McCrillis. 

The case was begun at i0.l5 a.m. <A 
large crowd had gathered to listen to 
the evidence. :
